The word assas­ 
sin is used because the authorities 
are firm in the belief that the work 
y was the result of a conspiracy, and 
they are said to now be close to the 
trail which will lead to arrests of a 
man or men high in the counsels 
of the republican party. 
There are three men under ar­ 
rest, two in Louisville and one in 
Frankfort. 
One of 
the 
men 
is 
Sheriff J. L. Sutton, of W h itley 
county, who was in Frankfort on 
the day Goebel was sjiot, and who 
immediately fled. 
W hen 
an 
at­ 
tempt was made to arrest him he 
leaped from the third story of the 
Victoria hotel, but was not badly 
injured. 
He talked 
incoherently 
about the assassination, declaring 
he did not kill Goebel, and gave 
other utterances to lead the authori­ 
ties to believe that he knew, at 
least, of the conspiracy. 
The other suspect held in Louis­ 
ville is 
Harlan 
W hittaker. 
He 
comes from Gov. T aylor’s 
home 
county of Butler, and was sent to 
Frankfort to become one 
of the 
bodyguards of Taylor. 
He slept 
in 
the 
executive 
building, from 
w hich the shot was fired, and was 
arrested as he ran from the build­ 
ing. 
W hen 
searched 
he 
was 
found to have three revolvers upon 
his person. 
He was at once re­ 
moved to Louisville for safe keep- 
I 
ing. 
Goebel was ^^hot with a rifle, and 
not w ith a pistol.

several years, conducted an itiner­ 
ant shooting gallery.
